TALES FROM.A STUDENT HOUSE 


It was with some degree of reluctance that we returned to live 
at Holtby House for a second session. On reflection, the 
first year had been somewhat unique, a large proportion of 

the residents being socialists (because of this we had been 
able to prevent D.Myatt + member of the National Front -— from 
taking up a vacant room), and it was asking a lot for circum- 
stances to repeat themselves. 


As usual, in true democratic fashion, the administration did 
not consult the continuing studente xbabout the appointment of 
the new senior resident, or the new house tutor. Consequently 
we are lumbered with a senior resident who is merely a 'puppet' 
trying to enforce the view of about 10% of the residents (3 
students). He is answerable to the house tutor who is a man 
who insiste on very formal relationships and has no time for 
anyone questioning authority e 


What exactly are the roles of. the senior resident (captain) 

ond tutor (rear admiral)? ‘As we see then they are merely 

link men, one repre: erting the stucents and the other, the 
university. As a link man the senior resident should repres- 
ent our views, not those of the authorities. We question 

his ability to Go this, when he isn't supported by the majority 


Accepting the fact (which we don't) that a tutor, representing 
the university, is necessary for a house the size له‎ 

(30 students), can his function be successfully undertaken 
wien he ZzEkuür resides 4 or 5 miles away? One of his alleged 
functions is to hold duplicate keys for every room. Is a bloke 
expected to trail down to Hull to obtain the spare key if he 
has accicentally left his own in his room? This is just one of 
the sencelese attitudes adopted by the authorities. 


We were also informed that (for the convenience of one henchman 
we would ell be required to use the back door when entering the 
house at night. Community action hos successfully prevented 
this from being enforcede These relatively minor irritants 

are overshadowed by the threatened implimentation of discip- 
linary action against any student caught with a woman in his 
room after hours. The cleaners have been told that they 

would all be dismissed if they failcd to report such ‘offences!’ 
We only hope that the authorities duly note that on two known 
occassions the senior resident has been guilty of thts 'dis- 
gusting habit' which is leading inevitably to a: decline in 

the cormiunity's high moral standards. 


ouch dictatorial actions in themselves have alienated the mass 
of residents at Holtby. By ignoring tie demands of the senior 
resident (a lucrative position at £50 p.a.). We hope that 
students in the other university accomodation will contact 

us SO that a common plan can be Lornulsted.

It is the lack of protection from the fprces of law 
aud order in Ulster that has led to the regeneration of 
T R.A., and of the claim for a united Ireland in which all 
are entitled to basic civil rights regardless of ethnic 
desceat and religious conviction. it is disturbing to see 
the reaction of the British Public and of pol£ical opinion 
on all sided c? the spectrur to the deteriorating situation 
in Uistor all of which follow the bourgeois, nationalistic 
inheritaace of British intellectual empiricism. In other 
words the Left in Britain are nationalists before 
Socialists, they retain their narrow abstential view of 
current events and whilst quick to point out the tragedy 
of oppressed minorities abroad and decry Colonialisn, 
Imperiaiism etc. they seen incapable of drawing parallels 
between the U1ster situation today and the struggles of 
various other peoples, and treating the whole affair as 
something unprecedented in British history. 

This British smugness and hypocracy over Ulster can be 
ssen in tho attitude of the Press, Parliament and +ublic who 
5. outraged that the Catholics are not grateful to them for 
nding over an army of occupation, ostensibly for protection 
einst the Orangemen, B Specials, Ulster Defence Regiment 
hich they certainly need) and yet who conveniently forget 
at all of the province's and Ireland's troubles (G.B. 
upas ism} like "internment" = torture) stem from the fact 
rat it was and is still partly a colony of Britain. In fact 
t£ «as one of the first way back in the sixteenth century, and 

the Irish certainly suffered as much, probably more than 

any other British Colony. The Potato Famine of 1855-6 

helped seduce tho population from eight million to five 
ciliion in twenty five years, and Cromwell's famous massacres 
wer2 one way to solve the "Irish Guestion" - a policy of 
neo-zenocide. 

Apart from these hoights of British supression the religious, 
and ethnically different Irish suffered four centuries of 
> gradual violencc. So it seems ali the more "ironic" that 
the British couplain about tie "torrorist" activities of the ° 
T.R.. who aro actually killing "our boys", the regular 
"Tonnies". whose job and whole ethos 3 و‎ the use of violence 
and murder to restore order no matter what the price to save 
the corrupt Faulkner administration and the liberal face of 
modern post-Colonialist Britain. 

This liberal condemnation of the use cf violence is 
really a conde:nation of any direct action which threatens 
the order and stability of the status quo, it is not 
applied to "official" organised violence of British troops 
against the Catholics. ፈቴ should be remembered that only 
by the "militance" of the oppressed Catnolics did Ulster's 
vicious discrininatory system actually recieve axy attention;
